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introduction 


The system of collecting mental hospital statistics which was 
introduced at the beginning of 1949, and which has already been des- 
cribed elsewhere (1), continued during 1952 and 1953. From 1951 
Onwards the figures for mental hospitals relate to voluntary, 
temporary and certified patients only, and those for mental defici- 
ency hospitals exclude patients outside the provisions of the Mental 
Deficiency Acts. In the present report some changes have been made 
from the presentation of 1949 and 1950-51 (#); 


(a) Some serial tables have been started, which will 
eventually show trends in admissions, discharges and deaths 
over the years. 


(b) <A number of tables are presented for first admissions and 
for second and subsequent admissions. The latter group 
includes, for any year:- 


(i) readmisstons of patients first admitted in that year. 


(11) second and subsequent admissions of patients first 
admitted in a previous year. 


In subsequent reports it is hoped to make this division in all 
tables. 


(c) Where rates are shown they are based on the estimated home 
population of England and Wales at mid-year, unless otherwise 
Stated. The home population is composed of civilians and mem 
bers of any Armed Forces actually located within England and 
Wales 


The report is divided into two parts; the first gives summary tables 
with comments on some of the more interesting features, and the 
second gives detailed tables mostly in the form of raw data. For 
readers! convenience, where tables in this report correspond to 
tables in the two preceding reports (1, 2), references are supplied. 


Considerable interest was shown in the admission rates by social 
class which appeared in former reports. As a result, a further 
analysis has been made for certain occupational groups within each 
social class. Admissions for the five years 1949 to 1953 have been 
combined to give larger frequencies. 


The results are shown on pages 29 - 92.

Table M.i shows the trend in hospital population from 1949 to 
1953. For mental hospitals total direct admissions increased by 
ge-23 per cent over the five years and discharges by 28-29 per cent. 
The population resident on December 3ist increased by 24 per cent 
for males and by nearly 4 per cent for females. First admissions, 
which usually form nearly two-thirds of the whole, were 11 per cent 
more in 1958 than in 1951. 


For mental deficiency hospitals, male direct admissions were 
7 per cent more in 1953 than in 1949 and female, 25 per cent. The 
peak year for admissions was 1952, when the total reached 3s 5580 
Male discharges and removals increased steadily over the five years 
and in 1953 were more than half as much again as in 1949; female 
discharges have been decreasing since 1951. The number of female 
deaths, however, was 27 per cent higher in 1953 than in 1949. The

Table M2 shows the sex—age distribution of direct admissions 
in 1952 and 195%, and the first and subsequent admission rates. At 
ages 16 to 35, when large numbers of young schizophrenics are 
admitted, the rates Increased sharply. Male rates then declined, but 
female rates continued to increase, owing to the admission of middle—- 
aged manic-depressives. The large numbers of admissions of senile 
patients caused a sharp rise in the first admission rates from age 
55, whereas the rates for patients readmitted decreased in the 
highest age-groups (see Diagram I).

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Table M3 shows the estimated age distribution of the resident 
population in mental hospitals at the end of 1952 and 1952. 
These estimates are based on the count of long-stay patients made 
during 1949 and allow for admissions and discharges and the ageing 
of those who have remained in hospital. The rates for young people 
under 25 were a little less for both sexes in 1953 than in 1952; 
for elderly people of 65 and over the 1953 rates exceeded those for 
19526 Male residents aged 16-44 exceeded females both in numbers 
and rates, but at ages 45 and over females predominated and the 
female rates increased much more steeply than the male (see 
Diagram II).

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Table M.4 gives the trends in first admissions by sex and age 
from 1951 to 1953. In each year the proportion of first admissions 
was lowest at ages 25-44 for men and 45-64 for women, More than 
four-fifths of admissions of old people of 75 and over were first 
admissions. Male first admission rates at ages 25-64 have increased 
Steadily over the three years as also have those for women aged 25-44 
and: 65~74, For both sexes the first admission rate in 1953 for 
those aged 75 and over was higher than in 1952 but lower than in 
1951.

Table M.S shows the trend in estimated residence rates from 1950 
to 1955.5 Female rates at ages 20-24 decreased from 89 to 823 male 
rates were at first stationary at 112 and then fell to 108 Male 
rates increased over the four years in the age-groups 25~34, 35-44 
and again at 75 and over, but decreased at ages 45-54, Female rates 
decreased at ages 4%64 but increased at 75 and over from 1,010 to 
qT, tod.

Table M.6 shows first and other direct admissions in four 
diagnostic groups. Those admissions classed as ‘subsequent! in this 
table may not necessarily have had the same diagnosis at their first 
admission. The proportion of women first admitted with a diagnosis 
of psychosis was higher than that of men - 70 to 71 per cent compared 
with 62 to 63. A higher proportion of males than females first 
admitted had a diagnosis of behaviour, character and intelligence 
disorders, Tne proportions in the four groups did not vary greatly 
from year to year for either males or females. 7

Table M.7 compares first admission rates in 1952 with those in 
1953, for schizophrenia, manic-depressive reaction and senile and pre=- 
Senile psychoses. For schizophrenia the first admission rates for 
both sexes were highest at ages 20-44, but Male rates at these ages 
were about one-third higher than female rates. At ages 45 and over, 
female rates were considerably in excess of those for men. Most 
rates in 19535 were higher than those in i852 


Admission rates for manic-depressive reaction reached their peak 
at ages 55-64 for both sexes, but for women aged 45-54 the rates were 
not far short of the maximum rate, At ages 5&-64 the female rates 
were nearly one-quarter as high again as the male, Rates in 1953 
exceeded those in i952 for males aged 20 and over and for females 
aged 16 and over. 


For senile and presenile psychoses the female rates were in 
excess of the male. At ages 65 and over, the admission rates showed 
some reduction compared with 1952.

Table M.8* shows that the proportion of admissions in 1953 which 
were first admissions was lower than in 1949 for all except males 
with senile psychosis. In 1953, for every 100 male and female 
schizophrenics who were admitted for a first visit, there were 
52 males and 53 females making a second and 23 of each sex making a 
thira visit. Comparable figures for patients with manic-depressive 
reaction were 100, 37, 15 for males and 100, 43, 19 for females. 

For each 100 patients having a first admission for senile psychosis 
there were 12 males and 15 females admitted for a second stay and 
6males and 4 females making a third visit

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Table M49 shows first admission rates for schizophrenia and 
manic-depressive reaction per 100,000 estimated home population in 
different types of areas, (For other diagnoses see Appendix Table 
M.15(b), page 124.) At the more critical ages for schizophrenia, 
16-34, the highest rates for both males and females occurred among 
people living in Greater London or a county borough, and the lowest 
rate among those living in rural arease This was also roughly true 
of people aged 55-54, For men aged £0-&4 the admission rate in 
Greater London and the county boroughs was two-and-a-quarter times 
the rate for those living in rural areas, and at ages 25-4 the rate 
for residents in county bcroughs was twice that for rural residents. 


Male first admission rates for manic-depressive reaction at ages 
20-74 were highest among those living in urban areas, as also were 
female rates at ages 25-54, For both sexes the rates for those aged 
45-74 were lowest among rural residents. At the ages of highest 
Incidence, 45-64, there was not the same variation between rates for 
different types of areas of residence as was observed at the ages of 
maximum admission rates among schizophrenics. 


Admissions of patients in the Registrar General's five social 
classes are discussed in detail in a separate section on page 29.

Classes III, IV, and V than in 1951 and 1952. In each year the rates 
in Classes I and II and in Classes III and IV were similar, but there 
was a heavy excess in Class V. For manic-depressive reaction there 
were higher rates in 1953 in each social class than in 1951 and 1952. 
There was an excess in Class VY but not as great as for schizophrenia, 
and the rates in Class I were higher each year than in Classes II and 
Lit, Admission rates for disorders of behaviour, character and 
intelligence increased during 1951 to 1953 in Classes I, II and III 
but in Classes IV and ¥ there was a reduction in 1953 from the 1952 
rates. The rates in Social Class I were higher each year than in 
Classes II, III and IV, mainly due to the excess number of admissions 
for alcoholism in this class. 


Deaths, Departures and Discharges 


In 1953 65, 351 people left mental hospitals, compared with 60,912 
in 1952 and 58,659 in 1951; these figures include 11, 487 deaths in 
1953, 11,661 in 1952 and 12,446 in 1951.

Mental Deficiency Hospitals 
Admissions 


At the beginning of 1952 there were 28,944 males and 26,104 
females resident in mental deficiency hospitals; "29, 658 males and 
26, 708: females at the ‘beginning of 1953; and 30,286 males and 
27,147 females at the end of 1953. During the two years the 
resident male population had increased by 4.5 per cent and the 
female by 4.0 per cent. There were 3,336 direct admissions in 1952 
and 3,100 in 1953. The number of removals and discharges (excluding 
transfers) increased for male patients from 572 in 1951 to 664 in 
1953, and for female patients there was a-decrease from 633 in.1951 
to 540 in 1953 — 16 and 15 per cent respectively. Deaths decreased 
for both sexes from 415 males and 393 females in 1951. to 400 and 371 
in 1953 (see Table M.1, page 2).

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In Table M.D.1 the lower numbers and rates In 1951 compared 
with 1950 may be due in part to the exclusion in 1951 and onwards of 
patients outside the provisions of the Mental Deficiency Acts. 

About three-quarters of the males and seven-tenths of the females 
were admitted before reaching age 25. In 1953, of the 1,'754 males 
admitted, 10 per cent were under 5, 36 per cent between 5 and 16 
and 30 per cent between 16 and 25; corresponding proportions for 
females were 8, 30 and 30 per cent. 


The highest admission rates occurred at ages 16 to 20 for both 
sexes. In 1951 to 195%, male rates exceeded the corresponding 
female rates at ages under 35. In 1953 the ratio of male to female 
rates was: 


O-2, 150% 2-5, 149% 5-10, 169% 10-16, 140% 16-20, 142% 


In the younger age-groups admission rates were somewhat ‘enee in 
1952 than in 1951 or 195% 


So long as the demand for hospital beds exceeds the supply, 
admission rates will depend on the accommodation available, whether 
the latter is due to the provision of new hospitals or to increasing 
discharge rates freeing more beds. At the beginning of 1953 the 
Local Health Authorities reported that there were 8,988 on the 
waiting list for admission to mental deficiency hospitals. it cis 
of interest to compare the intake as between hospital regions (see 
Appendix Table M.De1i, page 154). Using the 1951 admission rates as — 
base index of 100 per cent and expressing the 1952 and 1953 rates in 
terms of those for 1951 shows the following results:

In the East Anglian and South Western regions there was a decline 
in rates of intake both in 1952 and 1953 as compared with 1951. 

The Newcastle, Leeds, Manchester and Liverpool regions and Wales 
all had admission rates in 1952 and 1953 in excess of those in 1951. 
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Table M.D.2 shows the distribution of admissions by sex and age 
according to the main degrees of defect and other diagnoses from 
1949 to 1953. Most admissions of idiots take place before the age 
of 10 years, nearly half those of imbeciles between five and sixteen 
years, and the majority of those of the feeble-minded between ten 
and twenty years. ‘The number of feeble-minded males admitted decreased in 


1950 and 1951, but the total for 1952 and 1953 was 10% more than for these 
two years.

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Table M.D.3 shows that there is little variation in the pro- 
portions in which different grades of defect are represented, either

Of the 1,776 males and 1,562 females admitted in 1952, 146 
males and 108 females (8 and 7 per cent respectively) were untest- 
able, and for a further 201 males and 229 females (11 and 
15 per cent) the results of any tests which may have been made were 
not Stated. Among the 1952 and 1953 admissions, the commonest 
intelligence quotient for imbeciles under 16 was between 30 and 39 
and for the feeble-minded between 50 and 59, For feeble-minded 
people of 16 and over the commonest mental age was 8 or 9 (see 
Appendix Table M.D.3 page 158).

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In the three years 1951 to 1953, the average intelligence 
quotients for male admissions decreased from 23 to 27 for boys aged 
2-4 and from 34 to 31 for those aged 59. For young men aged 16-19, 
the average mental age on admission remained much the same during 
1951-1953. Average intelligence quotients for girls aged 5-14 were 
lower in 1952 than 1951 but higher in 1953 than in the preceding 
year. It is unlikely that these minor annual fluctuations are of 
Significance.

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Efforts to relate patients to either their own social class or, 
if dependent, to that of the parent, spouse or guardian responsible 
for them, were vitiated by poor reporting. Table M.D.5 shows that 
for about half the males admitted and more than half the females, 
the occupation of patient or guardian, which determines the 
patient's social class, was not stated. For those cases where the 
social class could be determined, more than half the feeble-minded 
males admitted in 1953 were in Social Class V. Sixty-one per cent 
of the male idiots were in Social Class III compared with only 
8 per cent in Social Classes I and II. Forty-two per cent of male 
imbeciles were in Social Class III and another 43 per cent in 
Classes IV and V. Among female admissions 47 per cent of the 
feeble-minded were in Class IV and 88 per cent in Class V, compared 
with only 3 per cent in Classes I and II, (see Appendix Tables 
M.D.5: and 6, pages 161 and 162). 


In 1953 questions about whether the patient's parents were 
related by blood brought the reply 'yes!' in 38 cases, 'no! in 1,446 
cases and ‘not known! in 1,719 cases. The mother's age at 
patient's birth was unknown in 1,384 cases out of 3,100. There was 
a better response to the enquiry about how many children had been 
born alive to the patient, but there is no way of checking the 
accuracy of the information. The results for 1953 are shown in 
Table M.D.6.

Discharges and Deaths 


In 1952, 633 males and 591 females were discharged from mental 
deficiency hospitals and in 1953 664 males and 540 females. Table 
M.D.7 shows that 438 males (66 per cent) and 278 women (51 per cent) 
discharged were aged 20-34.

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Social Class and Occupation 


In the two previous reports on Mental Health Statistics, tables 
were shown of admission rates by age for males aged 20 and over in 
the Registrar General's five social classes. These tables were 
Dased on the social class distribution in the one per cent sample of 
the 1951 Census. The rates, which were for all admissions, were 
particularly high in Social Class V for schizophrenia, manic- 
depressive reaction amd for all forms of psychosis taken together. 
First admission rates by social class were not calculated for 1949 
to 1953, as at that time there was no way of checking that a patient, 
wno was said to have no previous admissions, was in fact being admit- 
ted to a designated hospital in the National Health Service for the 
first time. When the index of first admissions to mental hospitals 
was begun in 1954, care was taken to ensure that such first admis- 
Sions were accurately distinguished, and the resulting proportion of 
first to total admissions in the five social classes has been 
applied to the rates per million home population for 1952 and 1953 
to get an estimate of the first admission rates for males aged 20 
and over in those years for schizophrenia and manic-depressive 
reaction, with the following results:

It may be concluded that for first, as for total admissions, 
there was a considerable excess in Social Class V. 


Appendix Tables M.8(a) and (b), pages 114117, show the numbers of 
male admissions and rates per million home population by social 
Class in i952 and 1953, and also the numbers of cases in which 
there was no occupation stated. These cases, expressed as 
percentages of the numbers with occupation stated, were for the 
most part most numerous at ages 20 to 24 and 55 and over, and 
include, in the younger age-group, a number who have not yet 
settled down to an occupation, and at the older ages people who 
have retired. Among the admissions with occupation stated, 
however, are included those retired people who, on entering 
hospital, have given their former occupation. 
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The high admission. rates for schizophrenia for men in Social 
Class ¥ occured in each of the age~groups shown in the tables, 
although the excess was less marked at ages 65 and over than among 
younger men. For several others of the diagnoses shown there was 
a similar excess of admissions in both years in Social Class V, 
for example, manic-depressive reaction at ages <O-64, anxiety 
reaction at ages 25-54, hysterical reaction at ages 20-54, and 
neurotic-depressive reaction at ages 25-64, Whereas at ages 20-44 
the admission rates for schizophrenia increased from Social Class I 
to V, at ages 55 and over the admission rate for Class I exceeded 
that for Class II; this excess showed also for manic-depressive 
reaction in males aged 55 and over. 


For alcoholic psychosis the rates were generally highest in 
Classes I and II. Whereas at ages 25-34 Class VY had the highest 
admission rates for alcoholism, acute, chronic or unspecified, at 
ages 35 and over the rates in Class I were far in excess of those 
in any other social class, and it is this factor which accounts for 
the high rates for Class I in the aggregate of admissions for 
disorders of behaviour, character and intelligence. 


In the Report for 1949, Table M.21, page 90, showed the 
numbers of admissions according to the patient's type of occupatim. 
The grouping of occupations was that which had been used previously 
in the Survey of Sickness. It had the defect of having an 
industrial bias, but as it had to be made roughly midway between the 
Censuses of 1931 and 1951 — which provide data about the distribu- 
tion of occupations = there was no up-to-date information available 


on which to base a purely occupational analysis. A Similar table 
for 1954 follows: 
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In all there were 3,012 more males admitted with a psychosis 
in 1953 than in 1949. Nearly a third of this increase was due to 
the admission of 1,041 more men from unskilled occupations in 1953, 
548 of them being admitted with schizophrenia. The variations 
shown in the table do not, however, take in'to account the varying 
numbers at risk from year to year, nor the age-structure within 
each occupational group. 


In an attempt to find whether, within each social class, 
there was much variation in admission rates between men in different 
occupations, all stated first admissions to mental hospitals of men 
aged 20 and over during the five years 1949 to 1953 were combined, 
and 5-year admission rates for 99 occupational groups produced by 
dividing the numbers of admissions in each occupation—age group by 
the corresponding numbers at the 1951 Census. These rates, per 
10,000 in each occupation-age group, are shown separately for 
Single men and for those who have ever been married, and refer 
to admissions for schizophrenia, manic-depressive reaction and 
for all other diagnoses (see Tables A. to F. pages 62-91). 


When considering these tables a number of facts about the 
Statement and classification of occupations must be taken into 
account: - 


(a) No statement of occupation. This may be due simply to 
omission, to the patient being unemployed or having retired 
at the time of admission, or to lack of knowledge, either 
because the patient is unable to reply himself or because 
an informant does not know the answer. 


(bo) Errors. These may be inadvertent, because the records 
officer does not understand what the patient has said, the 
entry may be ambiguous, or the coder may interpret it wrongly 
and assign it to the wrong category. 'Fitter' is a common 
example of ambiguity. 


Intentional errors may arise from deliberate misstatement 
for prestige or other reasons, as when a stoker describes him 
self as a heating engineer. The nature of the illness may 
cause the patient to make wild statements about his occupation. 


(c) Change of occupation. In some cases patients have changed 
their occupation frequently, and it fs pure chance which job 
they happen to be working at when admitted; they may be in 
different social classes at different admissions. The profes- 
Sions, or skilled jobs requiring an apprenticeship, or estab- 
lished posts with a qualifying entrance examination are, 
however, unlikely to provide a temporary refuge for those 

whose mental state prevents them from following their normal 
occupation, and admissions from them may be regarded as 
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‘belonging! to these occupations. Admissions from semi - or 
unskilled occupations may be inflated by the inclusion of 
people whose mental state has led them purposely to seek less 
demanding jobs, or whose instability has caused them to drift 
down the occupational scale. 


(d) Age-Incidence of Disease. Occupations which can be 
reached only in middle age and as a result of promotion are 
unlikely to show the same pattern of mental disease incidence 
as those of lower status. 


Despite these and other limitations which may occur, admission 
rates by occupation may not be completely unmeaningful. In many 
cases the patient has had only one occupation, so that there may be 
a relation between his work and his illness or between his choice 
of occupation and the type of personality most prone to mental 
breakdown. The criticism of lack of realism which is made of . 
studies of long term patients in relation to occupations followed 
ten, twenty or more years previously does not apply here. 


Schizophrenia 


When Tables A, and B, which give the first admission rates for 
schizophrenia, are compared, the first impression is that rates for 
Single men were considerably higher than for those married, widowed, 
separated and divorced, 4 group which will be referred to as 'ever- 
married'. In each of the 99 occupational groups the all-ages rate 
at 20 years and over was higher for single men, and this is true 
also for men aged 25-34, which are usually the ages of maximum 
admission rates for schizophrenia. At ages 20-24 the rates for 
Single men were also disadvantageous except for four groups, 
Numbers 1, 47, 63 and 83, whose rates were each based on less 
than 20 admissions during the five years. At ages 35-44 single 
men had higher rates except for Groups 42 and 47. At ages 45-54 
and 55-64 there were a number of groups in which the ever-married 
had higher rates than single men, but as in most of these cases the 
comparison is between rates of O and i, the differences are 
unimportant. 


For each of the occupational groups it can be concluded that, 
at the ages of 20-44, where first admission rates for schizophrenia 
are highest, the rates for single men compare very unfavourably with 
those for men who have married. 


The social class gradient which has been noticed for all male 
schizophrenics applies also when the distinction between single and 
ever-married is made. The five-yearly first admission rates per 
10,000 men aged 20 and over were as follows:

Among Single men the admission 
rates in Classes III and IVY were very similar; among the ever 
married there was little difference between rates in Classes I and II. 


Of the five occupational groups in Social Class i, the rates for 
Single men aged <O and over were highest in Groups 2, 3 and 4, which 
consist of professional workers with a high standard of education. 
Among married men the rate was highest for sclentists, including 
doctors and chemists. In all five occupational groups the rates at 
ages under 45 for single males were less than the corresponding rates 
for all Single males in England and Wales. 


In Sociat Class II rates for single men at ages 20-44 were high 
among farmers and bailiffs; miscellaneous professional and technical 
workers; proprietors and managers of food shops; teachers; and 
draughtsmen and at ages <0—-64 the first three of these groups had 
rates above the corresponding rates for all single males, The 
lowest rates were for managers in manufacturing and EPanSP ere and 
for 'white coller' managers, 


The most striking rates among single men in Social Class III 
were those for hewers and getters of coal. The rates may however 
have been inflated by the inclusion of men who on admission were 
described as 'miners' or 'colliers', particularly since Group 20, 
which contains subordinate superintending staff and coal cutting and 
power loading machine men 4s well as workers in other mines and 
quarries, and Group 68, Coal miners below ground, had low rates. A 
separate table of inclusive rates for those engaged in coal mining 
appears below (Table G page 92). 


Social Class III contains 48 occupational groups. If 10 groups 
were selecteac on a random basis from among the 48, each group would 
have a chance of 10 in 48 of being selected, The odds against any 
occupational group having rates among the i0 highest in each of the 
three age~groups between 20 and 44 are therefore nearly i111 to 1. 
Nevertheless for single men five occupational groups were found to 
satisfy the condition described and four others had rates in the top 
ten in two of the three age-groups. It may be concluded that in 
these cases there is more than a chance relationship between the 
occupational group and the high admission rate for young single male 
schizophrenics, The occupational groups concemed weres

Groups with rates among the ten lowest in each age-group were 
Foremen, engineering and metals; Building foremen; and the mixed 
eroup 'Other miners in Class III' referred to above. In addition 
seven groups had rates among the 10 lowest in two age-groups out of 
three, Passenger vehicle drivers; Commercial travellers; Roundsmen 
and van salesmen; Insurance brokers, agents and canvassers; 
Policemen, firemen etc.3; Servicemen (other ranks); and ‘Other 
skilled railwey workers',. These occupational groups had rates which 
were below the corresponding national average in almost every case. 
The low rates for schizophrenia among foremen are possibly due to the 
selection of personnel for these jobs. Among salesmen of various 
types, rates for those in foodstuff shops were low, for those in 
other shops high. 


Among men who had ever married, the highest rates in at least 
two of the three age=groups were those for Groups 19, <8 &%, 36, 40, 
51, 60 and 64, There are therefore six occupational groups in 
Social Class III with high first admission rates for males aged 20-44, 
whether married or single, namely, Hewers and getters of coal; 
Leather workers; Textile goods workers; Clerks; Chefs, cooks and 
walters; and Other transport workers in Class III. ' 


Of the £2 occupational groups in Social Class IV the following 
were distinguished by high rates for single men:

AS already mentioned, these low rates for coal miners below eround, 
coupled with the high rates for hewers and getters of coal in Social 
Class III point to errors in assignment. In Social Class IV high 
rates were also shown among the ever=married in Groups 80, Barmen 
etc.e and 84, Ward orderlies and other domestic servants. 


Among single men in Social Class V, the rates for Kitchen hands, 
136; 159; i2%3;and for 'Other! labourers, 191; 387; 218: exceeded 
all other rates in this class, the next highest being Group 92, 
Messengers, liftmen and other porters, 65; 98; 50. On the other 
hand the rates for Group 89, Craftsmen's labourers (mainly navvies) 
4° 9: 5: and for 97, Labourers in engineering trades 18; 35; 15: 
were very low in comparison. Rates have therefore been calculated 
for all labourers together and are shown below (page 94. Kitchen 
hands and 'Other labourers' also had the highest rates emong the 
evermarried in Social Class V. If all labourers were omitted from 
Class V, the result would be to reduce the rate at ages <0 and over 
from 68 to 42 per 10,000 for single men and from 8 to 4 for those 
ever~married. The age-specific admission rates of schizophrenics 
per 10,000 in Social Class V, compared with the rates for all males 
would then be as follows: | 
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Of the individual occupational groups other than labourers in 
Social Class VY, the following had rates for single men below the 
national average; Group 96, Warehousemen's and storemen's assistants, 
aged 20-54; 90, Railway porters, aged 25-44; 936, Costermongers and 
newspaper sellers, aged 20-34, 


Manic-Depressive Reaction 


First admission rates for manic-depressive reaction are shown for 
Single males in Table C.. and for those married, separated, widowed and 
divorced in Table D. (page 77). The pattern of admission rates is 
not so clearly defined here as it was for schizophrenia, Although in 
many occupational groups the rates for single men were higher than for 
the ever—married, there are a number of groups in which admission 
rates for the ever-married were higher, either for all ages 20 and 
over or in the crucial age-groups 45-54 and 55-64, Maximum admission 
rates do not appear consistently in one age-group and in some occupa- 
tions the maximum rate for single men is not in the same age-group. as. 
for the ever=married. Where rates for single men exceed those for 
the ever~married or vice versa, the differences are not so great as in 
the case of schizophrenics. 


In Social Class I rates for single men were highest in Group 4, 
Public administration and Journalism, and for ever-married men in 
Group 3, Scientists including doctors and chemists, In Class II 
Teachers; Draughtsmen; and Proprietors and managers. of food shops 
were among the single groups with the four highest rates in both age- 
groups 45=54 and 55-64 and the first two of these had excessive rates 
also for ever-married men in these groups. In Social Class III 
rates among the highest ten in both age-groups were experienced by 
Single men in Group 60, Clerks and 64, Chefs, cooks and waiters and 
these two groups were among those with high rates also for the 
ever-married. 


In Social Class IV Group 76, Rallway workers in Class IV, had 
disadvantageous rates for both single and ever~married men. Among 
Single men 66, Gardeners, and among ever~married men 70, Semi~-skilled 
workers in metal manufactures, also had high admission rates. Two 
groups had excess rates in Social Class VY for both single and ever- 
married men, 92, Messengers; and 99, Other labourers, The Latter 
group must however once again be compared with Groups 88 and 89, for 
which the rates were as follows:

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It is difficult to single out occupational groups with minimum 
rates, but on the whole they seem to show the same tendencies as with 
schizophrenia, that is, low rates in occupations for which the 
personnel would have been selected, for example, Group 33, 

Inspectors, viewers, testers or 42,Building foremen. 


Other Diagnoses 


Tables E. and F. (pages 82 and 87) show the first admission rates 
per 10,000 for single and ever-married men respectively, for all 
remaining diagnoses taken together. Since all diagnoses of causes 
of admission are grouped according to a Short List of 147 Causes for 
Mental Health Statistics”, those included in Tables FE. and F. combine 
all terms in the Short List except numbers 22-29, Schizophrenia and 
30-32, Manic-depressive reaction. With such an amalgamation of 
diagnoses it would not be expected that any consistent pattern would 
‘show in the admission rates, Leaving out of the discussion Groups 5 
and 58, Service officers and servicemen of other ranks, for whom the 
confusion between acting and retired members is probably greatest, it 
was found that certain occupational groups had rates in excess of the 
others in their social class in several of the five age-groups 20-64, 
In what follows a group has been counted as having high rates if this 
was so in at least three age~-groups out of five. With this 
criterion, in Social Class I Groups 2, Engineers, surveyors, 
architects, and 3 Scientists, including doctors and chemists, had 
high rates. In Class II rates were high for Groups 10, Draughtsmen, 
and 13, Proprietors and managers of food shops, among single men; 
for Groups 9, Teachers, and iz, Proprietors and managers of hotels, 
inns, etc., among the ever-married, and for Group 11, Miscellaneous 
professional and technical workers, in both cases, High rates in 
Class III were found among both single and ever-married men in 
Groups 19, Hewers and getters of coal; 51, Other transport workers 
in Class III; 54, Salesmen and shop assistants (others); 64, Chefs, 
Cooks, waiters; and 65, Other workers in personal service and enter- 
tainment, also in Group 2&7, Machine erectors, millwrights, etc. among 
Single men and Groups 28, Motor mechanics and other fitters,. and 60, 
Clerks, for ever-married men. In Social Class IV rates were high 
for Groups 66, Gardeners; 80, Barmen, counter hands, hall porters; 
and 84, Ward orderlies, other domestic servants, whether single or 
ever-married, for Group 85, Caretakers, office keepers among single 
men and group 76, Railway workers in Class IV, among the ever— 
married, In Social Class V four groups were outstanding among 
single men, namely 92, Messengers, liftmen and other porters; 93, 
Costermongers, newspaper sellers; 95, Kitchen hands and 99, other 
labourers, and among the ever-married groups, 88, Craftsmen's 
labourers, building; 95, Kitchen hands; and 99, Other labourers, 
had very high rates.

The very high rates for Group 99, 'Other labourers' are to some extent 
offset by the excessively low rates for Group 89, Craftsmen's 
Labourers, mainly navvies. — 


In general there was the same tendency for supervisory workers to 
have low admission rates as was noted for men with schizophrenia and 
manic-depressive reaction. For example, in Social Class II the 
groups with low rates were 7, Civil servants (executive) and Local 
Authority officials; and Managers in Groups i6 and 17. In Class Lil 
rates were low for Group 36, Inspectors, viewers and testers; 42, 
Building foremen; and 21, Foremen engineering and metal. Rates 
were also low in Social Class III for Group 46, Motormen, signalmen, 
guards; 53, Salesmen and shop assistants (foodstuffs); and 63, 
Stationary engine drivers. 


Table G. shows the first admission rates per 10,000 obtained by 
combining some groups in which classification might have been 
con fused, The first group contains occupation Groups 19, Hewers and 
getters of coal; 68 and 69, coal miners above and below ground. For 
schizophrenia among single men, instead of the following individual 
group rates:

Thesé combined rates are no doubt more meaningful than the excessively 
high rates for hewers and getters and the very low rates for coal 
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miners above and below ground. Similar scaling-down effects were 
produced for single men with both manic-depressive reaction and with 
"other" diagnoses, and for married men in each of the three diagnostic 
groups, although here the difference between rates for hewers and 
getters and for coal miners above and below ground was not so marked. 


Another two groups between which there might be confusion in 
assignment are 80, Barmen, counter hands, hall porters; and 95, Kitchen 
hands. There are many small catering establishments in which any 
member of the staff may perform a variety of duties which would bring 
them into either of the two groups. Since for both schizophrenia and 
"other" diagnoses men in each of these occupational groups, whether 
Single or ever-married, were already among those with the highest rates 
in their respective social classes, the combined rates are still high. 


The third combined group in Table G comprises all labourers, 
irrespective of social class. The result is, that in comparison with 
the combination of barmen, kitchen hands etc., their rates were: 


lower for schizophrenia, for both Single and ever-married men 
aged 20-44; 


higher for manic-depressive reaction for single men aged 45-64; 


much lower for other diagnoses for single men aged 20-64; 
lower for married men aged 25-64, 


Conclusion 


From the foregoing analysis it appears that there are certain 
occupational groups which are associated with first admission rates 
above the average. Adverse rates appear to be connected with a high 
standard of education, witn clerical work, domestic work, branches of 
the catering industry and with labouring. Why this should be so is 
open to speculation and it is difficult to separate cause and effect. 


How far the actual work and how far the general living conditions 
which certain types of industry involve are connected with mental health 
is uncertain. Detailed ecological studies are required, taking in the 
workers' whole environment, and that a start might possibly be made_ 
among those groups which have been shown to have exceptionally high 
or low admission rates.
